The 
apecd .and control: of the English 
players during this period worrled 
he Itallang, and but for some prea 
defensive work by Olivierl, Font, 
Rava.’ and “Andreoli England's lead 
of one goal at half-time would have 
been fur greater. 


The Italians, as was generally ex- 
pected, centred their efforts on stop- 
ping the’ English attack, and the 

side forwards, Secrantoni and 
Menzza, played well behind with 
the ‘defence, This robbed | the 
Italian forward line of much of its 
thrust, and wag responsible for weak 
finishing. However, It was oa dif- 
ferent story in the second half, The 
Italians then played with great 
assurance, and seemed to bo filled 
with the same splrit of _-solldity 
which had characterised England's 
play in the first haif. Instend of 
being a team of Individuals they 
combined cleverly, and their passing’ 
was much more precise, There was 
no casing by the Itallans after they 
had scored their equalising goal, but 
they made the mistake of dropping 
back entirely on the defensive after 
they had taken the lead, and it was 


this mistaken polley that gave Eng- 
land the chance to save the match. 
For England, Mercer, Cullis, and 
Hapgood were outstanding defcn- 
ders, while Lawton ‘and Matthews 
were the best of the forwards. 
Blavanti, the right winger, was the 
cleverest of the Itallan forwards, 
while Olivieri, who was brilliant in 
the first half, and Andreolo stood 
out among the defenders.

ather 800 were made destitute and 
homeless, though their parents may 
still be alive somewhere, according 
to an estimate of the Natlonal Relief 
Commission. 4 


Through the efforts of the Com- 
mission, Madame Chiang’s. Wartime 
Refugee Children Relief Association, 
tnd other .kindred organisations, no 
less than 800 unfortunate children 
are belng cared for in a number of 
new homes in neighbouring districts. 

Meanwhile, temporary quarters 
with a capacity of 1,000 children 
have been provided In Chungking, so 
that In future air ralds new orphans 
“may be sent there for emergency re- 

er. 


The orphans will recelye Govern- 
ment pensions. A sum of $30 is de- 
posited ‘with ‘a bank. by the relief 

‘authorities for each child. This 
amount . will be allowed to  ac- 
cumulate- interest until the children 
reach maturity, at which tlme the 
money will be given to them to start 
thelr career.

Since the days of Matthew Arnold 
the term had been faintly ridiculous, 
carrying with it on alr of timid old- 
maidenish superiority, and to that 
faded gentility had been added, om 
the normal connotation .of the term, 
na sense almost violently contradic- 
tory to the first—the sense derived 
from the German word “Kultur.”

BERLIN, May 31. 

THE PACT of Non-Aggression agreed upon 
by Denmark and Germany was signed in Berlin 
to-day, ' 

Tho Pact fixes a common frontior for the 
two countries, cach of whom agree not to 
attack the other. 

Denmark was the only Scandinavian country 
to accept Hitler's offer of a pact, Norway, 
Sweden and Holland rojecting the offcr on the 
grounds that they wore strictly noutral and no 
such pact was necessary. 

The pact is of vital. im- 
portancc to both Denmark 
and Germany. It assures, if 
Hitlor’s word can be teusted, 
that Denmark will be freo 
from invasion, 

it also assures, -as in tho 
1914-18 war, the Kiol 
Canal will be , impregnablo 
unless CGermany’s enemics 
disregard Danish neutrality. 

The pact with Denmark is 
part of Hitler’s diplomatic 
drive to offset the Anglo- 
France-Russia peace front.

BERLIN, May 31. 
NITROGEN, potash, lime, 
sulphuric acid, phosphoric acid 
and marsh gas are among the 
important products that German 
chemists recover daily from the 
3,600,000 cubic metres of waste 
water of Germany's cities, . 

In the city of Stuttgart during: 1038, 
one million cubic metres of marsh gos 
were obtained from waste water and 
used to drive municipel motor 
vehicles, thus effecting a saving: of 
1,000,000 litres of petrol. 

As the use of marsh gas for driving 
motorised vehicles is cheaper than 
petrol, Stuttgart has succeeded in the 
course of five years to cover all costs 
of transformation of plant for the us¢é 
of this new fuel, and over and above 
this to cover the cost of installing all 
municipal vehicles run with marsh

The cause of death was cirrhosis 
of the. liver and tuberculosis.
